The Indiana Affair. 


In 1869, forty Democratic members of the 
Indiana Legislature resigned, to defeat tli 
ratification of the 15th Amendment, leaving 
fifty-seven mnembers sitting, or less than two- 
thirds of the House, which the law requires 
to constitute a quorum. The Radicals peo: 
sisted in holding the session without 
quorum, and the illegal body ratified the 15th 
Amendment. Senator Morton 
that the ratification was legal, as the Ions 
consisted of its actual membership, and tl: 
two-thirds necessary to make a quorum was 
not two-thirds of the number required |) 
law to be elected, but two-thirds of those ac- 
tually sitting. A great howl was made at 
the Democrats for their revolutionary action 
in resigning to defeat an odieus measure. 

The consistency of the Radicals is we! 
shown in the late action of the Radica! mem- 
bers of the Indiana Legislature. Thirty 
four of them resigned in the House to defeat 
the redistricting of the State, a Democratic 
measure, leaving sixty-five members. 

Lieutenant Governor Cumback, the Presi- 
dent of the Senate, and Governor Baker, oth 
Radicals, now reverse the former Radics] de- 
cision, and claim that a quorum is not left 
for business, and refuse to recognize the body 
as having a legal quorum. 

Fifty-seven Radical members made a legal 
quorum to pass a Radical measure, but sixty- 
five Democratic members do not make a legal 
quorum to pass a Democratic measure. 

Senator Morton, on the 15th of February, 
in reply.to a scathing speech of Mr. Blair, 
made an elaboraic defense of the legality of 
the action of the Radical members in ratify- 

ing the 15th Amendment without a legal 
quorum. 

It will thus be scen how this desperate and 
revolutionary party, not only override the 
Constitution, and laws, but shamelessly ig- 
nore ‘their ‘own avowed convictions, and 
ruthlessly reverse their own solemyy acts and 
decisions, in order to secure their own meas- 
ures or baffle Democratic success. Thie case 
is the stronger, as the Supreme Court and Ex- 
ecutive authority of Indiana held the ratifi- 
cation of the 15th Amendment by a quorum 
of existing members to be valid. 

The Democrais have accepted the logic of 
their own doctrine, and act on the view thata 
quorum is two-thirds of the members required 
by law. Their consistency is luminously 
vindicated and stands in crushing contrast 
with the tergiversations and inconsistency of 
the Radicals.
